The n 
the treachery of the Missouri Comprom­ 
ise of 18*20 was unmasked, and the free­ 
men of the North were laughed to scorn 
for claiming it; indeed, they threatened 
to make slavery a national institution, 
and one distinguished senator gave notice 
that he “ should yet, call the roll of his 
slaves at the base of Bunker Hill! 
In 1800, the great free No rth was fully 
aro used, and 20,000,000 o f o ur freemen, 
by electing Linco ln, determined to sub­ 
m it to so uthern arro gance and aggressio n 
no lo nger. 
They sho uld havo every 
right; but no rth 
o f Maso n’s and Dix ­ 
o n's line no man sho uld bring a slave! 
Under the fo stering care o f a State 
Rights Cabinet, the rebellio n was armed, 
nurtured and ready fo r battle; while o ur 
co untry was dismantled, strip’t, bank­ 
rupt; so Linco ln fo und it, as he to o k his 
o ath o f o flicc, and in the face o f this 
wicked co nspiracy, delivered his peace­ 
ful inaugural. 
But treaso n was lipe; the 
J udas’ kiss had been given; Davis and his 
co -co nspirato rs 
bad 
ready Freedo m’s 
cro wn o f tho rns; their Beauregard, like 
Pilate, waited befo re Sumpter, to deliver 
the natio n o f o ur Fathers to the so uthern 
so ldier mo b! The fatal gun was tired. 
Then the nation prayed: “My God, my 
God; why hast thou forsaken me!” 
But 
God had not forsaken us! Not ten legions, 
but seventy-iive legions of avenging an­ 
gels. rose as from the ground, in answer 
to that prayer! They came from ail over 
this fair land, and soon were followed Py 
the tramp of armed taen from all the 
Norih, singing: 
“ We are coming, Father 
Abraham. 200,000 more!” 
You all re 
member what a flood of human life went 
surgmg to the south-land, us though all 
the fountains of the great deeps of society 
were broken up! 
You, my comrades, 
were mighty in that awful tide! 


‘ Then said the mother to the sou, 
Aud po inted to the rhield 
Co me with it when the battle’« wo n, 
Oro a it fro m the field!” 
How many only “came on their shield; 
dead, dying, diseased or wounded, they 
came; and many more found unmarked 
graves,—dying on the field of battle, or 
in starving prison-peus, or by disease 
from the poison of that malaria-strick­ 
en clime. They dropped, one by one, by 
our sides; failing at Donaldson,at Shiloh, 
in the Chickahominy swamps, at Antei- 
tam, at Corinth, at Vicksburg, and at 
Gettysburg. 
They crowded round the 
angel of 
death amid 
the 
mountain 
clouds, aud ail the way to AtlaDta, and 
so on, down to the sea! And then, in the ] 


Wilderness, and through all those weeks 
of battle to the James river, at Peters­ 
burg and Richmond, staying only the 
sweep of death at Appomatox! 
Ought 
we to bury and forget the memory of all 
these things? Forget the God that led us 
through the blood Red Ben of 
deliver­ 
ance, aud showed us through the 
revela­ 
tions of battle, our Sinai, and the new 
tables of the divine commands of Lib­ 
e rty' 
Slavery and 
State sovereignty 
like 
Egyptian armies—perished in the “ Red 
Sea” of battle! 
Lincoln’s proclamation 
wras only our Moses’ song of triumph! 
But the constitutional amendments, like 
the commundments, are forever! Slavery 
and State Sovereignty are dead! Our 
comrades who fell were but the Nation s 
tear drops“* not f°r these dead evils—but 
tears, life-tears of bitter repentant sacrt 
flees, for our Nation’s sins in tolerating 
them ! W hat sacrifices they were! 


“ Ah, never shall the land fo rgo t, 
IIo w gashed the life blo o d o f her brave — 
Gu« b« d warm, with ho pe and co urage jo t, 
Upo n the so il they fo ught to aave!” 
In that great struggle we learned that 
the Christian ppitit is mightier than the 
churches which represent it. 
Though 
several churches divided on the slavery 
question, 
ami are sadly divided yet; 
though many distinguished divines stout­ 
ly upheld that institution, though even 
our Government long tried to break up 
the rebellion without impairing slavery— 
kept many brave men guarding it—yet, 
despite all these efforts, of both cabinets 
and armies, the Christ spirit rose above 
all aud burst the fetters of the slave em­ 
pire in pieces, aud set the black man free! 
Marked out the path of manhood to him 
as a citizen, revealed to him the “ prom­ 
ised laud,” through culture and toil! In­ 
deed there was all through that struggle 
an almighty invisible arm, felt by all, 
aud fully realized as a controling power; 
so that blind must have been the man 
that could not see the shaping of events 
by a baud above that of man. 
So plain­ 
ly visible was this in 1864, though dark 
with a wondorous series of great battles 
through the summer, yet the shadows of 
the victorious autumn *were most plainly 
cast before. 
I remember early in Sep­ 
tember a distinguished delegate returned 
from the Chicago convention, seeing only 
present clouds of threatening disaster, 
plead with 
opposing politicians who 
weiv personal friends, to hurry out of the 
“Lincoln ship before it sunk! 
One great 
defeat would cost us all,” he said. One of 
th e m —then speaker in the Wisconsin 
House—pointed out these shadowed signs 
from round Atlanta and Petersburg, and 
said, 
“ As sure as God lives and reigns, 
these mean great victoricsj>eforc the elec­ 
tion!” 
“ Well, if you are right,” said he, 
then 1 own little Mack, is gone and so 
is the Rebellion.” 
And I remember our 
first little victory, a few days later, 
silenced this delegate through that mem­ 
orable campaign. 
Yes, we realized then, 
that God reigned, and that His judge­ 
ments do not forever sleep. 
And in 
memorial of his manifest spirit, limiting 
the tides of battle, us well as in memory 
of our comrades who fell by our sides, 
we keep this ordinance in its season from 
year to year. 
We tell it to our children 
that when to-morrow they strew those 
graves with flower?, they may not forget 
to do so reverently; thanking God for Ilis 
loving interposition for free Institutions. 
And as we to-morrow stand over those 
graves, let us realize that it is because we 
uphold free Institutions that we are still 
sheltered by the invisible wing of heaven, 
that crowds prosperity upon us. 
And let 
us remember that not until we stooped to 
make the black slave a freeman, did God 
give us the victory. 
And I fear if we are 
untrue to our trust, if we allow privileged 
classes to separate our people into high 
and low, if we depart from the spirit of 
republican simplicity, or from even justice 
of all; if we strike down any of the pillars 
of American liberty; if we allow justice 
to be slowr of wing or uncertain; or if we 
relax our reverence and zeal for Christian 
institutions and religious devotion, we 
shall see unrest and anarchy and lawless­ 
ness growing up us a spontaneity; immor­ 
ality and insecurity will begin to appear, 
and fear and dread will take the place of 
peace and confidence. 
No despotic yoke 
will ever rest oa the necks of freemen! 
The 
spirit of Christ will ever 
send 
a sword into the heart of oppression 
and wrong. 
Neither capital or labor can 
respsecure in this or any other country 
except they be guarded by the golden 
rule of justice. 
Comrades, citizens, all! 
In the blessed unities of Christ our Lord, 
in his loving fraternities, may we dwell 
in unbroken peace; and our rest shall be 
glorious. 
But forget not that constant 
trust in God—eveu justice to m a n -a n d 
“eternal vigilance is the price we all 
must forever pay for our liberties.” 
No 
golden calves of mighty fortunes, nor the 
fascinating flesh-pots of foreign fashions 
and systems must ever turn us back from 
oigj Sinai of freedom; nor from the com­ 
plete conquest, through justice, morality, 
culture, industry and Christian virtue of 
our promised land of America. 
O. young 
men! Young women! 
‘By *11 the blo o d yo urfa’hers s*hed: 
By » 11 the victo ries tuev have wuu. 
Stand Mp fo r Ireedo m a« 


So shall yo ur patrio tic deeds be fitting 
memo rials to o ur co mrades who have 
fallen;—and as May 30th, dawns each 
year, and yo u co n o ver the histo ry o f the 
war o f the rebellio n,—its causes and re­ 
sults,—as yo u visit the cemeteries where 
the natio ns' dead lie buried,—who in 
Go ds hands, bro ught Unio n o ut o f dis­ 
unio n, Liberty o ut o f slavery, and wro te 
with their o wn warm blo o d, the Christ­ 
ian faith o n every star, and every stripe 
o f o ur flag,—do yo u see to it, 
that no 
fo reign ido l o f so cialism, o r atheism, o r 
anarchy o r o f dcspo tisn, be permitted to 
creep in with its o utlawry to menace o ur 
free institutio ns! Preserve well the re­ 
sults o f the war, the so vereignty o f the 
natio n and the equal liberties o f all, aud 
mo ro precio us than even these: the great 
faith that Go d rules, that Christian In­ 
stitutio ns are the guardian angels o f this 
land; that this is a Go vernment o f the 
peo ple; that here manho o d must be re­ 
spected; labo r ho no red and rewarded, 
the Savio r lo ved and reverenced, and Go d 
wo rshiped and ado red.
